WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Those on the inside state that the business in canned goods 
the past week has been somewhat, in fact we might say mater- 
ially, increased when the amount of actual business is taken 
into consideration. There has been, of course, the usual amount 
of inquiries, and some offers to buy Jarge lots are noted, but the 
average sale is not a very large one; the total amount of business 
being made up of comparatively small blocks, but these have 
been numerous and make the aggregate quite large. 


This entails more work on the part of brokers, canners and 
almost every one concerned, but it indicates, beyond a doubt, 
that stocks of the retailers are low, or that the goods are going 
out very tast. They will have to fill their shelves for the de- 
mand that is sure to be encountered on account of the coming 
holidays. From all over the country come reports saying that 
wholesale grocers are unable to fill their orders quick enough, 
and that retailers are constantly after the jobbers to let them 
have a part, at least, of the orders they have placed. This 
would seem to indicate that the price of tomatoes should ad- 
vance, for tomatoes are among the busy articles, but it is not 
the part of wisdom to feel sure of this. Conditions have war- 
ranted an advance for some time now, and unde: ordinary busi- 
ness methods an advance would have taken place long ago; there 
seems to be, however, a determination on the part of buyers not 
to buy if the price advances, so the holders hesitate to ask a 
higher price for their goods. At any rate the price has not 
gone up; many think it should; few can understand why it does 
not, and no one is able to give a plausible reason or to do any- 
thing that will force up the quotations. 

In this issue we publish a report of the Virginia Canners’ 
Association’s meeting during the past week, and by reading this 
and the Editorial it will be seen that the canners are fast getting 
in a position to say to the buyers, ‘‘We have a steady demand 
for our goods and you can’t get the same quality from any other 
packer for less money, because the goods are worth what we 
ask.’’ Organization, good organization all over the country, 
and judicious advertising, or ‘‘boosting,’’ will make the goods 
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go to the consumers as they should, both as to quality and 
quantity, and the returns to the packer will give him a fair 
profit. We hope to see such interest as was manifested at the 
Virginia meeting apparent at the Indiana meeting and also the 
Ohio. At this writing it even looks as if it might be greater. 

Very good business is reported in tomatoes in Baltimore, 
but no prices have been changed. Some holders have refused 
to let go their goods at the prevailing quotations, and in some 
instances buyers have had to pay an increase of 234 to5c. A 
few holders seem to be undecided as to whether it is best to 
hold or let go; it is apparent from the report of sales made 
that at one moment a canner refuses to sell his stock, holds it 
for a few days (uncertain all the time), and finally decides to 
let a part of his holdings go at the figure offered. Such cases 
occurring all the time makes the market firm for a short while, 
and then, in turn, weak. At the same time it is evident the 
market is strengthening a little all the time, and it is possible 
the price may begin to advance in a short while. 

Corn appears to be somewhat neglected, but the price is 
still firm and has a tendency upward. This is because the 
holders are not anxious to sell, the buyers dislike paying the 
prices asked, and only do so when they must have the goods 
promptly, and both parties, in most instances, prefer waiting. 
That’s an exciting game, but in this case it looks as if the 
packers have the advantage and buyers will probably be sorry 
they waited, when it is too late. 


String Beans have had a lively week and prices have ad- 
vanced from 5 to 7% cents on No. 2s, about 5 cents on No. 3s, 
and 50 cents on No. 10s. There is not such a heavy demand 
for this article, but it is a steady demand and the holdings are 
not heavy, so that prices naturally have taken a turn upward. 
Sweet Potatoes and Spinach are having their innings now too, 
and while the prices have not been changed the demand is 
good and some think both articles will advance in the near 
future. White wax beans have advanced 2% cents since last 
week’s report. 


‘Oysters are beginning to secure some attention in this mar- 
ket, and it is thought the canned article will be more in demand 
since the ruling in respect to shipping oysters in bulk has taken 
effect. This ruling provides that oysters must not be ‘‘iced’’ 
in the old way, but must be shipped in containers which pro- 
vide a separate compartment for the oyster and one for the ice. 
This can, of course, be readily done, as there are numerous 
containers on the market that will answer the purpose. The 
ruling also says no oysters canned shall be washed, and so the 
bivalve that goes into the can will be the same as that shipped 
in the patent container, but many think the canned oyster will 
have the heaviest sale. 


There is nothing specially interesting to report in cans and 
canners’ metals. The canmakers are calling attention to the cans 
used in packing fall and winter goods. All prices will be found 
on the regular pages. And our readers will observe that ‘‘Sweet 
Potato’’ quotations have been addded to the New York market. 
Formerly we have included this in only the Baltimore and 
Chicago markets, but such interest is being manifested in sweets 
that we found it advisable. If any subscriber is interested in 
an article that is not quoted in THE TRADE, we would be glad 
to hear from them, with suggestions on what should be added, 
and if advisable, we will include the article, or articles, in the 
regular quotations of every week. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, November 10, 1909. 


Good Business.—Business with the wholesale grocers is 
highly satisfactory, and retail grocers are all smiling. 

Busy Brokers.—Brokers are busy these times, but not as 
busy as they would like to be. Buyers are too busy getting 
their futures out to pay much attention to buying. 

Bad Cases.—Baltimore and the East still continues to send 
to Chicago the best canned goods cases, with a few exceptions, 
that come here. Those long leaf pine or yellow pine cases carry 
well and look well. 

Poor Cases.—Some of the Indiana, Ohio and Illinois pack- 
ers seem to exert themselves to find the meanest cases that can 
be secured. Made of gum, sycamore and other hard fibre 
woods ; they split badly and look ugly, and canned goods fre- 
quently arrive partly in bulk. Buyers are red hot about this 
abuse, and are going to reject goods heavily because of ‘‘bum’’ 
cases. 

Market Tendencies.—Dried fruits of all descriptions are 
advancing. Even raisins, of which there has been an enormous 
crop, jumped this week in Chicago about % to 34 of accent per 
pound. 

Tomato Talk.— Brokers are showing telegrams declining 
6oc. f.o.b. Maryland points for standard No. 3 tomatoes, and ask- 
ing 62%c. One Baltimore packer says his tomatoes are not 
going to be sold for less than 7oc. cannery. 

Navigation Closes.—The lake and rail rate will stop on 
the close of navigation November 25, 1909, and that will put 
tomatoes up about one and a half to two cents per dozen. 

The difference in the rate is not all, for rail shipments must 
be unloaded promptly at this end, while lake shipments are per- 
mitted to be on the docks until they can be conveniently moved 
when the docks are not crowded; and that is a convenience in 
these busy and stirring times. 

American Sardines.—Considerable selling between job- 
bers has been rife during the week and some good round lots 
have been broken up and divided around. 

Paris Corn Jumps.—Burnham & Morrill Co’s. Paris 
Brand of corn jumped up and got on a higher shelf this week. 
Sales were made in jobbing lots at $1.15, though retailers 
bought futures of it at $1.05 and as low as $1.02%. Only sixty 
(60) per cent. was delivered on contracts, and that is what is 
the matter. 

Salmon Quieter.—Urgent needs in canned salmon have 
been supplied and the demand is quieter. Prices are about as 
follows:— 


These prices are too low, but it seems to be hard to get 
buyers (wholesale) to pay more. They prefer to wait until 
shipments arrive before doing so.

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Michigan Peaches.—Michigan is offering some good 
trades in standard yellow peaches, but the pack there will be 
small. 

Fancy Peas In Request.—Gallon peas, fancy grades of 
clear liquor, tender Alaskas and sweet peas are all in strong de- 
mand, while the very cheap canned pea has no friends. 

Pumpkin Time.—For Thanksgiving and holiday trade 
canned pumpkin is now having its innings and will be in active 
request for a month yet;—then it will have an outing. 

Statistics Wanted.—The figures on the corn, tomato and 
pea pack are overdue, and all hands are waiting for them with 
great solicitude. 

At Convention.—Many of the big brokers of Chicago 
are down at Indianapolis this week at the State Canned Goods 
Convention, and buyers are having some relief from the pres- 
sure. 

News Scarce.—lIf I have said anything this week which 
is of general interest it must have been a product of my imagin- 
ation, as there is no canned goods news. 

WRANGLER. 


A western trade paper states that the demand for tomatoes 
is very good and that many of the packers on the Peninsula of 
Maryland, according to reports received from brokers, have 
sold out their entire pack and that the market is fast becoming 
bare of good stock tomatoes. It also says that most of the 
‘‘weak holders’’ have disposed of their holdings and that prices 
are certain to advance. We think there is little doubt that the 
holdings of tomatoes are becoming low, but whether the prices 
will advance is quite another question. They should; the con- 
dition warrants an advance, but there seems to be an automatic 
weight attached to the tomato situation (on the order of a gas 
machine) and the more stock goes out the lower goes the 
weight—and the prices. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, November 10.—Business during the week just 
passed has been fair, and sales have developed reasonably. As 
a whole, perhaps, dealers are as well satisfied with this week 
as they have been with any since the season opened. The holi- 
day trade is beginning. In some varieties it is in full swing, 
and this in a way creates good business and develops a trade 
which promises well for the future. Nearly all holders have 
been encouraged to maintain their quotations, thus creating a 
fairly firm market upon all leading varieties, at least, and de- 
veloping a feeling of progress in the trade. Conditions are 
improving all along the line, developing better business and 
bringing about a better situation in the trade. 

Sardines.—Some improvement in the run is reported in 
Maine, and packers are said to be catching up with their orders, 
though a majority are still behind, and so it will require some- 
time longer to secure enough fish to make good all the 
orders which have been placed. The factories complain that 
they must pay high prices for raw fish inasmuch as they must 
be brought long distances. Some packers offer quarter-oils in 
keyless cans at $2.50 regular terms f.o.b. factory. Some packers 
might shade this figure on firm offer. There appears to be few 
for prompt shipment, though this does not trouble as seriously 
as it did, since some dealers are receiving deliveries for con- 
tracts placed some months ago. These are sufficient to keep 
them going. They are able to fill these orders at $1.90 to $2. 10, 
which is considerably below present range of values. Usually 
the season has closed at the end of the first week in November,

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but this season it mav be extended indefinitely. Of late fishing 
has been interfered with by severe storms along the coast, and 
if these increase it seems probable that fishing, and therefore 
packing, must cease shortly. 

Salmon.—The situation remains strong, due to the close 
control of available supplies. It is almost impossible to buy 
anything outside of the barest requirements. First hands on 
the Coast appear to have no red Alaska left. Last week this 
grade showed a tendency to advance, and quotations are now 
$1.40 to $1.45 delivered New York. Pink salmon is scarce 
here, and the available supply is in second hands, which do not 
seem disposed to allow anything to go at less than 75c. Not 
much stock is left on the Coast, buyers outside of New York 
having cleaned up about everything that was offered. They 
took what was left after eastern purchasers ceased to show 
much interest. In one place it is still possible to buy at 6oc. 
f.o.b. Coast, but the general quotation is 65c. 

Tomatoes.—The market has been dull and rather easy 
throughout the week, with sales made in a small way only, and 
buyers insisting upon getting the stock at about what they 
are willing to pay. Of course this does not satisfy the 
holder and a deadlock is quite likely to result. It is im- 
possible to buy full standard Maryland 3s at less than 6oc. regu- 
lar terms f.o.b. factory. Offerings of so-called standards, which 
seem to be too poor to satisfy the most fastidious buyers, are on 
a more liberal scale. Jobbers show little interest and demand 
from this quarter is slow. They are said to be moving freely 
into consumption, and the prospect is that jobbers will have to 
buy before very long. The easy feeling extends to New Jersey 
goods. Offerings of the latter are made in Maryland sized cans 
at 6oc. regular terms f.o.b. factory. And probably this rela- 
tively low figure would be shaded upon a firm offer. 

Corn.—The market is firm, with light offerings from first 
hands, but in the absence of demand, excepting for small quan- 


tities to fill in with, the market is relatively quiet and prices 
are largely nominal. 

Peas.—The stocks are largely neglected, but fortunately 
packers have not yet been driven to the extremity of cutting 
prices to secure business. The statistical position apparently 
warrants them in holding their stocks firmly up to outside 
figures. Buyers do not share this opinion, and their bids indi- 
cate that they consider the market, particularly on the more 
popular grades, too high. Because of these opposite views the 
market is quiet and sales are made in a small way only. Finer 
qualities are firmly held, but the movement is light and business 
is limited to actual requirements. 

Apples.—No. tos are easier, but not quotably lower. Buy- 
ers hold off and little business is done for either spot or future 
delivery. The situation has not changed otherwise and the 
present unsatisfactory situation is due wholly to the fact that 
buyers are indifferent and holders are becoming more or less 
anxious. 

Peaches.—Southern pies are reported in larger demand 
and the market is firm as quoted. No change has developed in 
the California department. Holders are firm, but movement is 
light. 

Pears.—Southern pack have an upward tendency, owing to 
light supplies. Buyers are taking only small quantities. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market is quiet, though perhaps 
sales are picking up a bit under the influence of holiday prepa- 
rations. Conditions are considered favorable to holders, though 
demand is comparatively light. Nearly all holders are firm in 


their views, confident that business will improve as increased 
demand occurs, because of the holiday trade. Regular demand 
for these goods increases steadily. HUDSON.

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Meeting of the Virginia Canners’ Association. 


Very Successful Meeting was Held During Past Week with A 
Large Attendance and Enthusiasm Ran High. Vice-Presi- 
dent Sears of the National was Present. 


The Virginia Canners’ Association, to which any person or 
firm engaged in the manufacture of canned fruits or vegetables 
may become a member, and of which Mr. G. A. Layman is 
Secretary, held its annual fall meeting on Tuesday, November 
gth, and the Secretary reports a very good attendance. 

The meeting was held at Troutville, Virginia. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Association held a preliminary meet- 
iug at nine in the morning and the regular—public—meeting 
began at ten. A very large attendance was on hand and the 
members were unusually enthusiastic. It is considered one of

the best meetings ever held by a canners’ association of this 
size, and considering the short life of this new organization it 
speaks well for its future work, and much good is expected to 
be accomplished. Every canner present seemed to have faith 
in, and pin his hope to the Association. If all its members will 
continue in this manner and follow the rules and instructions 
which the various committees formed, there is no doubt 
but the canning business in Virginia will be on a more profitable 
basis and more pleasant relations than ever will exist. 

The morning session was devoted entirely to institute work, 
and vigorous discussions occurred on such subjects of impor- 


tance as ‘‘The Virginia Standard Tomato’’, ‘‘Swells’’, ‘‘Peeling 
and Packing’’, ‘‘Scalding and Cooking’’, ‘‘Pure Food Inspec- 
tion and Sanitation’, and the ‘‘Co-operation of Canners’’. 
Mr. lL. A. Sears, of Chillicothe, Ohio, and Vice-President of 
the National Canners’ Association was present, and his assist- 
ance in the various discussions was much appreciated. Mr. 
Frank E. Gorrell, Secretary of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion, was expected to be present, but sickness prevented his 
appearance, and this was probably the only disappointment of 
the meeting. Mr. Sears gave an excellent address at the after- 
noon session and was loudly applauded. 


The Secretary said that on account of the recent organiza- 
tion of the Association, his statistics were somewhat crude, but 
it was shown that the Virginia pack was not more than one 
million cases, of which at least sixty per cent. had already 
passed from the packers’ hands, thus leaving not more than 
400,000 cases in the hands of packers at this date. The Secre- 
tary says: ‘‘We cannot thus account for the reckless and ex- 
travagant haste which the Virginia packers have manifested in 
throwing their goods hopelessly upon the market, unless it be 
for the lack of information of the pack, or else an absolute lack 
of counting the cost of production of a standard article. By 
careful investigation it is our conviction that Virginia has put 
up a better grade of goods than for years, having been continu- 
ally jogged up by the Association, and this we propose doing 
until our Virginia standard shall be among the best. When our 
packers, along with the Tri-State, learn that a good article must 
be made to please a fastideous public, and that it cannot be put 
up for sixty cents a dozen for No. 3 cans; and that we are not 
in the business for pleasure, but for profit; when we learn that 
the situation is not improved by cussing out the broker, but by 
tending to our own business; when we learn that Co-oPERATION 
IN EVERY WAY IN EVERY PHASE IS ESSENTIAL TO SUCCESS in the 
tomato canning business—then and not till then, will the can- 
ning industry give us its legitimate profits.’’ 

That is the idea exactly, and when every canner in the 
country falls in line with Mr. Layman’s idea the Association will, 
at least, have a strong influence, and if the condition of affairs at 
any time warrant a higher or lower price the canners will be 
able to put the price where it should be, for the best good of all 
concerned. Every canner is looking for increased consumption, 
and there are men in the business who know how to create a 
larger demand and consumption if they had the support of the 
entire industry, and it is hoped that support will soon be given.

* The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANcisco, CAL., November 6, 1909. 

There is but very little business being done here at the 
present time in the line of canned goods, but canners are very 
busy filling orders received earlier in the season, and some im- 
mense shipments continue to go forth, both by rail and by 
water. The opening of the new railroad line across the Isthmus 
of Tehauntapec has resulted in a larger portion of the pack 
- being sent from this port by water than has ever been the case 
before, and practically all that is intended for the New York 
and Atlantic Coast market is being sent by this route. Also a 
large portion of the European shipments that formerly went 
around the Horn are being shipped across the Isthmus, and a 
great saving in time is thus effected. There has been quite a 
serious shortage in cars in this State during the past few weeks 
and the railroad companies state that it is due to the immense 
shipments of canned and green fruits that have been sent to the 
Eastern and Middle West States. Most of the canned fruit 
went out all at once and the aggregate of cars used was very 
heavy. At the commencement of the canning season the im- 
pression was general that eastern buying interests would follow 
the same tactics this season as last and would allow the Coast'to 
carry the stock and only diaw as goods were actually needed. 
Whether it is that the immediate call for California canned 
goods has been phenomenal or that dealers are looking into the 
future and are anticipating their wants matters not, the fact 
remains that purchasers of canned fruits, vegetables and salmon 
have been very heavy and badly broken stocks are being carried 


by canned goods interests here at the present time. During the 
past season California canners appeared to specialize more than 
ever before on this variety or that variety, and whereas some 
canners have no apricots left in stock at all, others have fair 
sized supplies, but are short on some other article and so on. 
There has been considerable trading of stock among some of the 
canners to fill orders, and so far but few orders have had to be 
turned down by any one. 

The short pack of Bartlett pears in California is now quite 
noticeable in a market way, and on this fruit it must be ack- 
nowledged that packers are not in a position to fill orders. 
None of the canning firms have sufficient stock of this fruit to 
satisfy the demands of their customers, and prorata deliveries 
are being made in most cases. Most of the pack has already 
been shipped, and from the increased calls that are coming in 
from the East most of it has already been distributed. Some 
dealers there have sent in orders for special brands, and have 
offered to pay an advance on the present prices if accepted, but 
spot stocks here are as light as elsewhere. 

A new branch of the canning industry promises to soon 
spring into prominence in this State, and this time it will be in 
the citrus line if the results are in keeping with the expectations. 
The Orange Canning Co., of Pomona, Cal., has been organized, 
and a plant is to be erected at once in the southern city for can- 
ning oranges. A small plant has been in operation for some 
time, and there has been no difficulty in disposing of all the out- 
put of this plant. The process is the invention of E. L. Klein, 
and with it oranges can be canned in crushed form without a 
trace of the bitter taste that usually characterizes this fruit 
when canned. The small plant has been located in Los Angeles, 
but the new factory will be located in Pomona in the orange 
belt. 

The office of Hunt Bros. Co. has been removed from the 
cannery at Haywards to the San Francisco office at 112 Market

During the 
canning season this concern always closes its San Francisco 
office and operates but the one at Haywards. 

The situation in the canned salmon market is one of the 
sensations in the canned goods market this season. Unprece- 
dented conditions prevail and buyers are already forced to com- 
mence to think of next season’s supplies in certain lines The 
1909 pack of Alaska reds is entirely out of packer’s hands, and 
from the Northwest comes the news that less than 150,000 cases 
of sockeye salmon remain in the hands of Puget Sound packers. 
It was expected that fully one-half of the sockeye pack would 
be carried over until next season, with a probability of keeping 
some of the fish for even a year longer than that to help tide 
over the three scant years that will follow in the packing of this 
fish. Instead of this there is but about one-quarter of the pack 
now in packers’ hands, and active buying is still in progress 
there. Some of the packers have advanced prices twice since 
the opening rates were named, and some have withdrawn their 
holdings from the market until a later date. The quick move- 
ment of the Puget Sound pack is attributed largely to the short 
pack that was put up on the Frazer river, causing an unprece- 
dent rush of English buyers to the Puget Sound market. 

At Gray’s Harbor, Wash., the largest run of silver salmon 
ever experienced is now on. The catch of last season has been 


exceeded, and when the report was made there were two more - 


weeks of the packing season. 

Arrangements have been made for opening the salmon can- 
nery on the Eel river, near Eureka, Cal., which has been idle 
for several seasons. 

The Diese Salmon Packing Co., of Vallejo, Cal., has closed 
the most successful season of its career, and double the quantity 
of salmon has been packed this season than has been the case in 
past seasons. 

As a result of a strong and persistent appeal by Oregon’s 
Master Fish Warden, Harry C. McAllister, the Government has 


decided to try for the first time in the fishing history of the 
Northwest the experiment of stocking the Columbia river with 
sockeye salmon. This announcement was made by U. S. Fish 
Commissioner George M. Bowers, of Washington, D. C., who 
has been in Portland, Ore., on official business. ; 

Six new fish hatcheries are to be established at once by th 
Government on Puget Sound and tributary streams, an appro- 
priation of $50,000 having been made for this purpose by the 
last Congress. 

President David Starr Jordon, of Stanford University, will 
leave for the East on November 12, and while there will call on 
President Taft and Secretary of State Knox in reference to work 
that he is doing in regard to the drawing up of new laws to 
regulate the control of fishing in conjunction with the Dominion 
of Canada along our northern boundary line. 

The steamship Alameda has arrived in port from the 
Hawaiian Islands with the largest cargo of canned pineapple 
that has been brought from the Islands in a long time. The 
shipment amounted to 28,908 cases.

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Maine Food and Drug Regulations. 


Regulations That Have Been Adopted as Revised to 
September, 1909. 


The Maine Food and Drug Law is in accord with the National Food 
and Drug Act, June 30, 1906, and demands freedom from adulteration and 
truthful labeling. Extracts from the text of the law as amended and the 
standards and regulations revised to July, 1909, follow. 

Suitable containers for keeping moist food products’ such as sirups, 
honey, condensed milk, soups, meat extracts, meats, manufactured meats, 
and undried fruits and vegetables, and wrappers in contact with food pro- 
ducts, contain on their surfaces, in contact with the food product, no lead, 
antimony, arsenic, zinc or copper or any compounds thereof or any other 
poisonous or injurious substance. If the containers are made of tin plate, 
they are outside-soldered and the plate in no place contains less than one 
hundred and thirteen (113) milligrams of tin on a piece five (5) centi- 
meters square or one and eight-tenths (1.8) grains on a piece two (2) 
inches square. 

The inner coating of the containers is free from pin holes, blisters and 
cracks, 

If the tin plate is lacquered, the lacquer completely covers the tinned 
surface within the container and yields to the contents of the container, 
no lead, antimony, arsenic, zinc or copper or any compounds thereof, or 
any other poisonous or injurious substance. 

Condensed milk, evaporated milk, is milk from which a considerable 
portion of water has been evaporated and contains not less than twenty- 
eight (28) per cent of milk solids of which not less than twenty-seven and 
five-tenths (27.5) per cent is milk fat. 

Sweetened condensed milk is milk from which a considerable portion of 
water has been evaporated and to which sugar (sucrose) has been added, 
and contains not less than twenty-eight (28) per cent of milk solids, of 
which not less than twenty-seven and five-tenths (27.5) per cent is milk fat. 

Condensed skim milk is milk from which a considerable portion of 
water has been evaporated. 

Canned fruit is the sound product made by sterilizing clean, sound, 
properly matured and prepared fresh fruit, by heating, with or without 
sugar (sucrose) and spices, and keeping in suitable, clean, hermetically 
sealed containers and conforms in name to the fruit used in its prepa- 
ration. 


Preserve + is the sound product made from clean, sound, properly 
matured and prepared fresh fruit and sugar (sucrose) sirup, with or with- 
out spices or vinegar, and conforms in name to that of the fruit used, and 
in its preparation not less than forty-five (45) pounds of fruit are used to 
each fifty-five (55) pounds of sugar. 

Honey preserve t is preserve in which honey is used in place of sugar 
(sucrose) sirup. 

Glucose preserve + is preserve in which a glucose product is used in 
place of sugar (sucrose) sirup. 

Jam, marmalade + is the sound product made from clean, sound, 
properly matured and prepared fresh fruit and sugar (sucrose), with or 
without spices or vinegar, by boiling to a pulpy or semisolid consistence, 
and conforms in name to the fruit used, and in its preparation not less 
than forty-five (45) pounds of fruit are used to each fiftd-five (55) pounds 
of sugar. 

Glucose jam, glucose marmalade + is jam in which a glucose product 
is used in place of sugar (sucrose). 

Fruit butter ¢ is the sound product made from fruit juice and clean, 
sound, properly matured and prepared fruit, evaporated to a semisolid 
mass of homogeneous consistence, with or without the addition of sugar 
and spices or vinegar, and conforms in name to the fruit used in its prepa- 
ration. 

Canned vegetables are sound, properly matured and prepared fresh 
vegetables, with or without salt, sterilized by heat, with or without pre- 
vious cooking in vessels from which they take up no metallic substance, 
kept in suitable, clean, hermetically sealed containers, are sound and con- 
form in name to the vegetables used in their preparation. 

Pickles are clean, sound, immature cucumbers, properly prepared, 
without taking up any metallic compound other than salt, and preserved 
in any kind of vinegar, with or without spices; pickled onions, pickled 
beets, pickled beans, and other pickled vegetables are vegetables prepared 
as described above, and conform in name to the vegetables used. 

Salt pickles are clean, sound, immature cucumbers, preserved in a solu- 
tion of common salt, with or without spices. 

Sweet pickles are pickled cucumber or other vegetables in the prepara- 
tion of which sugar (sucrose) is used. 

Sauerkraut is clean, sound, properly prepared cabbage, mixed with 
salt, and subjected to fermentation. 


+ Products made with mixture of sugar, glucose and honey, or any 
two thereof, are reserved for future consideration.

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Catchup (ketchup, catsup) is the clean, sound product made from the 
properly prepared pulp of clean, sound, fresh, ripe tomatoes, with spices 
and with or without sugar and vinegar ; »ushroom catchub, walnut catchup, 
et cetera, are catehups made as above described, and conform in name to 
the substances used in their preparation. 

Pear juice, pear must, sweet perry, is the fresh fruit juice obtained from 
pears, the fruit of Pyrus communis or P. sinensis. 

Vinegar, cider vinegar, apple vinegar, is the product made by the alco- 
holic and subsequent acetous fermentations of the juice of apples, is lavo- 
rotatory, and contains not less than (4) grams of acetic acid, not less than 
one and six-tenths (1.6) grams of apple solids, cf which not more thau 
fifty (50) per cent are reducing sugars, and not less than twenty-five hun- 
dredths (0.25) gram of apple ash in one hundred (100) cubic centimeters 
(20° C.); and the water-soluble ash from one hundred (100) cubic centi- 
meters (20° C.) of the vinegar contains not less than ten (10) milligrams 
of phosphoric acid (P2 Os; ), and requires not less than thirty (30) cubic 
centimeters of decinormal acid to neutralize its alkalinity. 

Standard preservatives are salt, sugar, vinegar, spices and their essen- 
tial oils, wood smoke, edible oils and fats, and alcohol. 

The use, in food products, of any other preservative or antiseptic, or 
of any substance is not permitted ; 

1. If it is poisonous or injurious to health under the conditions of its 
use in foods. 

Among such substances are fluorides, beta-naphto]l, formaldehyde, 
salts of copper, salicylic acid and its salts, boric acid and its salts. 

2. Ifit has not been proved beyond reasonable doubt by scientific 
investigation to be harmless to health. Among such substances are abras- 
tol saccharin and benzoic acid and its salts. When its use is not in confiict 
with 3, benzoate of soda may for the present be used in foods provided its 
presence and amount are plainly stated on the label. Alum may be used 
in limited amount in the pack of pickles for the year 19¢9, provided its 
presence is plainly stated on the label. Sulphur may be used in the 
preparation of molasses and dried fruits for the present. 

3. If it conceals in any way inferiority of the product or counterfeits 
or enhances a natural color. 


THE GUARANTY. 


Section 9 of the Maine Food and Drug Law reads as follows: ‘‘No 
dealer shall be prosecuted under the provisions of this act when he can 
establish a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, or 
other party residing in the United States, from whom he purchased such 


articles, to the effect that the same is not adulterated or misbranded within 
the meaning of this act, designating it. Said guaranty, to afford protec- 
tion, shall contain the name and address of the party or parties making 
the sale of such articles to such dealer, and in such case said party or par- 
ties shall be amenable to the prosecutions, fines and other penalties which 
would attach, in due course, to the dealer under the provisions of this 
LABELING. 

To put into a clear concise statement the labeling requirements in- 
volved under the law is perhaps impossible. The labeling requirments 
apply to everyone making or selling any article of food or drugs and 
applies to any package in which these materials may be put as well as to 
the original package. Goods that need to be labeled must be plainly 
labeled from the time they leave the manufacturer until they reach the 
consumer, It is as necessary for the retailer to plainly label the package 
that he gives to a customer as it is for the maker to label the original pack- 
age in which the goods are shipped. The law is for the protection and the 
label is for the information of the consumer. 

The distinction between misbranding and adulteration must be kept in 
mind. Correct branding is not a remedy for adulteration or for substitu- 
tion. Goods must be sold for exactly what they are. If, for instance, a 
customer asks for maple sirup and the dealer supplies a bottle containing a 
mixture of cane and maple, the fact that the bottle is correctly labeled 
does not protect the dealer from prosecution for adulteration. It even 
makes the case against him stronger. For he has knowingly, as evidenced 
by the label, sold an imitation forthe real. If a customer asks for molasses 
and the dealer fills the jug with a mixture of glucose and molasses, putting 


a label on the jug that it is compound molasses, in no wise lessens the sale 
of adulterated goods. It is perfectly lawful to sell these goods for just 
what they are, but they cannot be lawfully substituted for the article they 
imitate. 


There has been much talk lately about the fixed price plan 
and it seems about to hit the canning industry. It is reported 
Libby, McNeill & Libby will put a fixed price on several of 
their canned articles, as an experiment, and if it proves success- 
full will include it’s whole line of products.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Have you felt the benefits of the advertising campaign? 


Some have and your time is near at hand ; we mean some 
orders are at hand, according to rumors of the past few days. 
We have heard some retail grocers asking about the advertising 
being done by the National Canners’ Association. 


If the grocers are beginning to talk, even though slightly, 
it is a pretty good sign that housewives have made a few inquir- 
ies, at least. That’s what the canners have hoped for, and it is 
little doubt but that the retail grocers of the country will be 
glad to give canned goods a boost to the inquiring housewife. 


But one thing the grocers should make a special effort to 
do, is to sell these inquirers only the very best goods. Most 
women that ask the questions, after seeing the advertising, are 
the ones that have not been in the habit of using canned goods ; 
presumably because they did not know their value. Now, if 
they get hold of a poor, or low priced can at the first try they 
are likely to form a very bad opinion of the whole line. If they 
do it will be practically impossible to get them to try again. 


A large part of the low-priced canned articles are eaten 
by people who know that canned foods are wholesome, nutri- 
cious and above all cheap. The higher priced goods are eaten, 
for the most part, by those who are afraid to take a chance (as 
they would express it) on the cheaper goods. Both class of 
goods have to be packed because of the demand, but it is hoped 
the customer who in buying a can of goods for the first time 


will be given the best, at whatever price. We, who know 
canned foods, know that every can is good, no matter how 
cheap, that there is absolutely no danger, and that there is much 
more value in the can than can be secured for the money in any 
other way. But this advertising is for the enlightening, the 
education of those who know practically nothing about our 
product ; but, on the contrary have a tendency to regard it as 
injurious. Therefore, give the newcomer the best; they will 
soon learn, without having to be told, that there are cheaper 
goods to be’ had, but the good impression will last forever. 


How would you like to be a salmon holder? Can you 
imagine a buyer coaxing you to iet him have your holdings of 
tomatoes at a price that would pay you many times over for 
your trouble? Holders of large blocks of salmon cannot be 
found, except possibly in pinks, and we believe this situation is 
caused mainly for the reason that the salmon canners have filled 
their cans and the price of the can does not intimate the fill or 
quantity, but the quality. The label on the can tells what is 
inside, in terms that are easily understood by the consumer. 
Can the average consumer tell by reading the label what is in 
the tomato, corn or peacan? Hardly, and until this confusion 
of terms in reference to peas and tomatoes, especially, is done 
away with an effort to increase the consumption of the goods 
will be an uphill climb. 


The formation of standards is a move in the right direction, 
and those standards that have been established have accom- 
plished sufficient good to warrant all Associations of canners to 
follow suit, but of what use is the standard to the consumer 
if the label does not speak plainly; speak in a manner that 
cannot be misunderstood. As long as the terms ‘‘Standard’’, 
‘‘Extra Standard’’, ‘‘Fancy’’, etc., have no reference to the 
quality of the goods in the can on which the label is, the public 
will have no confidence in canned foods. Poor quality canned 
goods can and must be sold, but unless the label designates the 
contents of such a can, so as to convey that impression to the 
consumer, the advertising of the National Canners’ Association, — 
and its results, will be comparatively short-lived. 

In every line of business there will be found goods to meet 
the requirements of all tastes, but in few, if any, cases will you 
find the manufacturer offering the public a fraction of what is 
asked for unless the price is reduced accordingly. The ‘‘Ma- 
hogany’’ in your dining room table may be only veneer, but 
you say to yourself ‘‘I couldn’t expect any better for the 
price’. If that same table has only three legs, instead of four, 
when it arrives from the dealer, you send it back immediately 
and demand a perfect table. And so it is with .anned goods— 
the quality might be poor, but don’t, please don’t slack-fill the 
cans. You will find the best market for your goods if they are 
first-class in every way; you will find some market if they are 
a poor quality, but it will be only a very short while when you 
will find no market for the goods that are slack-filled. Don’t 
do it! 


All this is with a view to making the advertising campaign 
of the National Canners’ Association a success, and there is no 
doubt but that every canner in the land is going to do his part. 
There is going to be some talk on account of the ads appearing 
in the November issue of the Women’s Home Journal and the 
Saturday Evening Post of November 6th, and there will natur- 
ally be some arguments, but the canned foods of the world will 
win out if the skeptical can be induced to give them a trial. 
We hope every retail grocer in the country will use his influence 
with the good housewives, and all of us will, of course, boost 
our products to those who seek the information or attempt to 
cast them in the dust by slurs, or otherwise. 


Here’s to the success of the campaign, increased prices on 
those articles on which they should fbe increased, and a con- 
sumption, yearly, of twice that of the present. 
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Standard for Oysters. 
Important to Dealers, Shippers and Transportation Companies. 


The Maine Food and Drug Law forbids the addition of any 
substance to a food which shall ‘‘reduce or lower or injuriously 
affect its quality or strength.’’ By actual examination it has 
been found that in the case of solid pack oysters the percentage 
of free liquid that will drain off will not exceed 15 per cent, 
while in the case of opened oysters shipped with ice in the con- 
tainer, the liquid ran as high as 65 per cent, and in 24 samples 
the liquid averaged 56 percent. But this is not the whole of 
the story. The iced (watered) oysters had taken in the fresh 
water and increased in volume so that the meat of the solid 
pack had 13.4 percent of dry solids and the meat of the watered 
stock only 8.6 per cent. Not only is there a less percentage of 
meats in the watered stock, but the meats themselves are only 
two-thirds as good in the watered stock as in the solid pack. 

The U. S. Board of Food and Drug Inspection have the 
matter of shipment of opened oysters under advisement. Until 
further notice the following is the standard for opened oysters 
in Maine. 

Opened oysters sold in bulk shall not contain ice or added 
water ; nor more than 17 per cent by weight of free liquid; nor 
less than 10 per cent by weight of total dry solids. 

This standard does not apply to oysters sold in the shell nor 
to oysters opened at time of sale. 

The attention of public carriers is called to the fact that it 
is unlawful to transport within the State oysters that do not 
meet the requirements of the standard.

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Lobsters Firming Up. 


Higher-priced lobsters are going to be the rule until next 
spring, when the new catch is quoted. Prices asked today by 
holders of stock are higher by 10 per cent. than they were a 
year ago. To the grocer, half-pounds are costing in the 
neighborhood of $2.20, while one-pounds are selling at a figure 
around $4.55. Lower quotations than these are obtainable in 
some quarters, but the numerals indicate the much firmer feel- 
ing existing. Several reasons may be named for the marked 
strength now displayed in the lobster market. It will be re- 
called that when the fishing season was at its height severe 
storms were experienced on the south and west coasts of Nova 
Scotia, from which fishing grounds a great portion of Canada’s 
supply comes. 

These scorms did untold damage to the fishing parapher- 
nalia of the lobstermen, and it was impossible to replace de- 
stroyed traps and tackle in time to take advantage of the 
season, which closed so shortly afterwards. The result was 
that the catch did not measure up to those of previous years in 
volume, and the new season was begun with the packers work- 
ing under the serious handicap of a shortage. Now, within the 
past few days, it is learned that the foreign market—always an 
important consideration in the determining of lobster values in 
Canada—is practically bare. This was the climax. Prices ad- 
vanced materially, and further rises are anticipated in view of 
the continued demand there will be from outside centres and 
the small holdings of Canadian packers, who are already short 
of numerous lines. 

Stocks held in second hands are not large, and will last 
barely through the period which must elapse before 1910 lob- 
sters are quoted. Lobsters represent a good investment at 
present.—CANADIAN GROCER.

Srrup ror Norway.—A business man in Nor- 
way writes tothe Bureau of Manufactures that he would like to 
secure the names of American exporters of sirup. He desires 
the names of manufacturers only, as he desires to communicate 
with them direct for the purpose of entering into business 
relations. 


No. 4967. AMERICAN GOODS OF VARIOUS KINDS.—An 
American consul in Australasia reports that a firm of good re- 
pute in his district desires to obtain agencies and are likely pur- 
chasers of the following lines of American manufactures: Con- 
fectionery, preserved provisions in cans and jars and preserved 
fish. The firm states that a good market exists for the above- 
mentioned goods, which could be profitably utilized by American 
manufacturers of the right kind in quality and price. 

No. 4089. AMERICAN GOODS FOR RussiA.—An American 
consular officer in transmitting 22 opportunities for the exten- 
sion of American trade in Russia calls attention to a trade 
agency recently organized in his district, its object being to 
secure direct business connections between American and Rus- 
sian firms, so as to avoid the expense of the middleman.

Mortality From Consumption in Occupations Exposing to 
Municipal and General Organic Dust. 


An article on ‘‘Mortality from consumption in occupations 
exposing to municipal and general organic dust,’’ by Frederick 
L. Hoffman, is published in Bulletin No. 82 of the Bureau of 
Labor, Department of Commerce and Labor. In an article in 
Bulletin No. 79 the writer discussed in detail the degree of con- 
sumption frequency in 42 trades and occupations with exposure 
to metallic, mineral, vegetable fiber, and animal and mixed fiber 
dust. The present discussion includes 4 occupations with ex- 
posure to municipal or street dust and 15 with exposure to gen- 
eral organic dust. In the first group are included street clean- 
ing and refuse disposal, drivers and teamsters, coachmen, cab- 
men, and men employed in omnibus service, and subway em- 
ployees. The second group comprises grain handling and stor- 
age, flour milling, bakers and confectioners, starch manufacture, 
the tobacco industry, the manufacture of cigars and cigarettes, 
the manufacture of snuff, leather workers, tanners, curriers, 
and beamers, saddle and harness makers, glove making, boot 
and shoe makers, cork cutting and grinding, manufacture of

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pearl and bone buttons, and comb manufacture. The data for 
the article are from various official sources and from insurance 
mortality experience. 

According to the insurance experience, 25.5 per cent of 
deaths in occupations with exposure to municipal dust were due 
to consumption, and in occupations exposed to general organic 
dust the proportion was 23.0 per cent. As compared with these 
proportions, 14.8 per cent of deaths of males 15 years of age and 
over in the registration area of the United States were from con- 
sumption. Among occupations exposed to municipal dust those 
showing the highest mortality were drivers and teamsters, 
among whom 25.9 per cent of deaths were from consumption. 
Among occupations exposed to general organic dust, button 
makers showed the highest mortality, 37.8 per cent of deaths in 
this occupation being from consumption. 

In each of the two groups the highest consumption mortal- 
ity was among persons from 25 to 34 years of age, the propor- 
tion of deaths from consumption among persons of these ages 
being 39.6 per cent in occupations exposed to municipal dust 
and 49.0 per cent in those exposed to general organic dust, as 
compared with 31.3 per cent for males of the same ages in the 
registration area. 

In connection with the insurance mortality experience, 
occupational statistics are presented from the reports of the 
United States Census, official reports of Great Britain and 
Switzerland, and the occupation mortality statistics of Rhode 
Island. The statistics indicate that municipal and general 
organic dusts are less serious in their effects than metallic or 
mineral dust, but the consequences to health and life are suffi- 
ciently serious to demand most careful attention to the whole 
problem of dust prevention and removal at the point of origin.

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Honey in Matamoros. 


An inquiry having been made concerning the honey busi- 
ness in this district, Consul Clarence A. Miller, of Matamoros, 
secured the following information from an authority on bees 
and honey in Brownsville, Tex.: 

So far as my experience goes the bees of this section can 
make a living any ordinary year at any season. They begin to 
store honey in March, and the season lasts until the middle of 
October. During this time the amount stored varies from noth- 
ing, just after a rain, to an enormous flow, that sometimes runs 
as long as six weeks without a break. The two main flows 
occur in April and from the middle of June to August. The 
bees practically have drones the year ‘through, making queen 
rearing possible at any season of the year. The swarming sea- 
son lasts from March 1 to the middle of July, due to the favora- 
ble conditions that exist here. 

On the Mexican side of the river, as I am informed by those 
familiar with conditions, the flora of the country changes en- 
tirely in from 1 to 3 miles, so that away from the river front on 
that side it is not at all desirable as a bee country from a 
strictly commercial standpoint. 

The merchants and druggists in Matamoros pay to the 
farmers who bring the honey 50 to 62 cents gold per gallon, 
and retail it at from $1 to $1.25 gold per gallon. No honey is 
exported, it being all consumed locally. 

There is no means of estimating the annual production of 
honey in the Matamoros district unless the production of bees- 
wax would assist in arriving at an estimate. All the honey is 
sold strained. All the beeswax is exported to the United 
States. The exports of wax during the first nine months of the 
present vear amounted to 4,052 pounds, valued at $955. The 
wholesale price of wax at present (October 12) is 25 cents gold 


per pound.

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_Pollution of Rivers. 


Vice-Consul W. Washington Brunswick, of Chemnitz, fur- 
nishes the following information concerning the manner in 
which German rivers are officially guarded from being polluted 
by pulp factories : 

The pulp manufacturers are required to use every precau- 
tion possible so that not even a particle of the waste can reach 
the stream. ‘The water which is to be emptied into the river 
must leave the factory in an absolutely clean condition, free 
from any remnants from the manufacturing process. This is 
accomplished by sending it through one or more settling ponds, 
and, if necessary, the waste must be passed through filters, 
The streams are regularly patrolled by inspectors, and any jus- 
tified claims against the quality of the waters, due to pollution 
from the factories, is at once investigated and must be met with 
immediately, regardless of the cost. 

There are no regulations ‘setting forth the exact method 
which a manufacturer must employ to prevent the pollution of 
the streams ; each manufacturer can use his own ideas upon the 
subject as long as his method fulfills the requirements. Settling 
ponds are invariably used, and the results are always satis- 
factory. 

An employee of the Inspection of Factories, who makes 
tours from time to time to inspect the disposition of the waste 
material of the factories, is under the immediate jurisdiction of 
the county authorities, and has charge of the licenses to the fac- 
tories and of the inspection. F 

The lawis enforced to the letter, and any violation, whether 
unintentional or not, compels the manufacturer to pay all costs 
in connection with removing the pollution from the streams. 
A manufacturer, whose works are located on one of the small 
streams in Saxony, polluted the water, and the inspectors com- 
pelled the owner to bear all the expenses for cleaning the stream 


and freeing it of impurities due to his negligence. The cost of 
freeing the stream from pollution used up the earnings of the 
factory for several vears. 


Oysters in Canada. 
Decreasing Cateh—Supplies From United States. 


Consul Frank Deedmeyer, of Charlottetown, states that the 
production of oysters in the waters of Canada is limited almost 
exclusively to the two Provinces of Prince Edward Island and 
New Brunswick, the following being the details: 

The quantity of production is steadily decreasing. In 1903 
the yield for the whole Dominion was 35,757 barrels; in 1907, 
27,297 barrels. Twenty years ago Prince Edward Island fur- 
nished 30,000 barrels, and in 1908 only 8,736 barrels. This sea- 
son for the Province of Prince Edward Island opened on the rst 
of October ; it will close with the advent of the frozen season. 
The total catch for the Province during this fall is estimated at 
5,500 barrels. Prices are from $7 to $10 per barrel, according 
to selections. 

Nearly the whole production is shipped to the Provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec, where it enters into competition with oys- 
ters from the United States. The steady decrease is attributed 
to the absence, until a short time ago, of all regulations. Laws 
now prescribe a season for oysters and safeguard the product in 
other ways. The Bureau of Manufactures says the exports of 
oysters from the United States to all countries in the fiscal year 
1908 were valued at $663,832. Canada was the best market, 
taking $271,760 worth, and the United Kingdom $203,604 
worth.

Catchup. 


As defined in the Maine food standards catchup, catsup or 
ketchup is the clean, sound product made from the properly 
prepared pulp of clean, sound, fresh, ripe tomatoes, with spices 
and with or withuut sugar and vinegar. Also benzoate of soda 
may be used provided its presence and amount are plainly stated 
upon the label. A number of samples of the leading brands of 
catcnup on sale in Maine were collected with the particular pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether the requirements relative to the 
use of benzoate of soda were being complied with. The quality 
of the catchups in other particulars were left for later investi- 
gation. 

The results of the examination are given. In no instance 
was a preservative found in the goods unless the fact of its pres- 
ence was stated. Hearings were appointed in all cases in which 


the percentage of benzoate of soda materially exceeded the 
amount stated upon the label. 

The differences in price between the different catchups may 
be due to the retailer from whom the goods were bought, but 
the marked differences in the weight of the contents of the bot- 
tles is due to the makers. In general no weights are given 
upon the bottles. Pint bottles which should hold 16 ounces of 
water are what the makers seem to desire to make the buyer 
think he is getting. These ‘‘pint’’ bottles hold all the way 
from 13 to 19 ounces of catchup. The smaller bottles in many 
instances are so fluted and shaped as to appear full size. Inone 
case the half pint bottle was plainly labeled to show the weight 
to be 73% ounces which it over ran as the contents weighed 8.2 
ounces. 


Saccharine in Spain. 


In transmitting the following information Consul-General 
Frank D. Hill, of Barcelona, reports that saccharine is consid- 
ered a medical product in Spain, and that the importation of 
food products containing saccharine is strictly prohibited : 

On petition of the General Sugar Company of Spain, the 
Government, to prevent the still frequent adulteration of food 
products with saccharine, issued a royal order on September 17, 
1909, to the following effect: 

Spanish health officers are ordered to exercise great vigil- 
ance to prevent the keeping or selling of saccharine except by 
druggists, as well as its use in the adulteration of food products. 
The special agents of the Sugar Company are authorized to call 
upon the public authorities in order to secure the enforcement 
of orders relative to the sale and use of saccharine, and the pub- 
lic authorities must render prompt assistance. The agents of 
the Sugar Company can then take part officially in the proper 
investigations. 

After each conviction for unlawful sale or adulteration the 
names and addresses of the delinquents will be made public in 
the bulletins published by the municipalities.
